Wonderful Photograph Taken of a Re 
markablo Mirage in Alaska. 

During the past fifteen years Professor 
Richard D. Willoughby has been a char- 
acter in Alaska well known among 
whites and natives. As one of the early 
settlers of old Fort Wrangel, in which 
his individuality was stamped among 
the sturdy miners who frequented the 
then important trading post, he has 
crown with the far off territory, and is 
today as much a part of Alaska’s history 
asthe totem poles are identified with 
the past lives of native chieftains. To | 
him: belongs the honor of being the first 
American who discovered gold within 
\iaska’'s ice bound peaks. 

Professor Willoughby is favorably 
known from Fort Tongasto Mount St. 
Elias, He lived a third of a century 
along the coast, and his knowledge of 
Southeastern Alaska forms an Arctic 
encyclopedia of which he himself is an 
inseparable part. He eft civilization so 
Jonyz ago that he does not remember of 
vver having seen a locomotive or a train 
efcars. Heisaman of robust stature 
and about 60 years of age. Asa miner 
he lias no equalin the territory. Io has 
exposed more locations of mineral wealth 
than any other three men, and is at pros- 
ent the owner of many promising clairns. 
Among other things upon which he em- 
ploys his spare momentsis photography 
While pursuing this scientific amuse- 
nent Professor Willoughby frequently 
discovered remarkable mirages, and af- 
ter four years of labor, amid dangers, 
privation and suffering, he accomplish 
ed for the civilized world a featin pho 
toyraphy heretofore considered prob 
Jematic, It was on the longest day in 
June, 1888, that Willoughhy'’s camera 
took within its grasp the reproduction of 
acity remoteand, at first glance, thought 
to be within the recesses of another 
world. This remarkable photograph was 
talcen at 9 o'clock at nightin Glacier bay 

The mirage city was named by Profes- 
sor Willoughby “The Silent City." The 
first twocopies were sent to the povern- 
ment officials at Washington, D.C, The 
second was placed in the hands of the |
